Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 3/1 4/2006 complies 
with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is 
being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 -9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Sienz et al (6,118,245). 

Claim 1 , Sienz et al show in figures 1 -3 an electrical machine for modifying a 
position of a movable machine part 21 0 comprising sensors 240, 250 and current 
sensor for detecting a position of the movable machine part. Sienz et al show in figure 
2 the configurable speed regulator and a configurable additional regulator as a function 
of the position of the movable machine part the way as recited in the claims. 

Claim 2, See figure 2 for the pilot control 122, position regulator 112, traction 
regulator 130, and torque regulator 270 and 260'. 
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Claim 3, Sienz et al show in figures 1 and 3 the linear motor. 

Claims 4-9, Sienz et al show in figure 2 that the graphic controllers are the 
varying steps including the step of using a function or a table as the parameters as 
recited in the claims.
